SINGULAR CASES OF INSANITY. The New York | 
Journal of Commerce relates the following singular | 
cases of insanity brought on persons in the water 
from a cannon being fired over them: 

At an early hour on the morning of the 4th of 
July, two young men went into the river at Castle 
Garden, to swim, and at the very moment they 
leaped into the water, a salute was fired from some 
heavy pieces of cannon, which were contiguous. 
When the two young men leaped in, they remained 
under the water some seconds, and on rising to the 
surface, were observed by some bystanders to act | 
in so fantastic and extraordinary a manner, that it} 
was evident something cf an unusual nature had | 
occurred to thein, A boat was therefore imme- 
diately procured, and the two young men taken 
out of the water and brought to the shore, when it 
was found that both of them had lost their senses; 
and so totally ond entirely, as to be unable to giv 
any explanation of how they had been aifected, or 
What sensations they telt at the moment. Their 
insanity was not of a violent kind, but rather what 
might be termed idiotic; or a total prostration of 
every inteilectual attribute. 

lu this inelancholy condition they were conveyed 
home to their friends, and remained nearly in the 
saine State for two days, at the end of which, one 
of them partially recovered bis reason, but the other | 
still remains without any syimptoin of ainendiment. | 

This fatal result of cannon being fired over per- 
sons in thé water, will cease to appear very extra- 
ordinary to any person who has, when a boy expe- 
rienced the alinost terrific sensation produced on 
him when under water in a narrow stream, by a 
common trick, practised by boys, of taking two 
large sto.es and striking thei forcibly together on 
the water’s edge, linmediately over where the swiin- 
mer has dived down. A gentleman who witnessed 
the present occurrence, told us that on one ocea- 
siou fhe hisuself sutiered a sort of electric shock, 
Wiiich almost deprived hiin moinentarily of lis rea- 
sou, fro a common musket being fired over him 
while he was ander the water. 


FROM THE CREEK NATION. 

We have great pleasure in copying the following 

from the Atkaases Gazette, of June 8Vid: 
To the editors of the Arkansas Gazelte. 
Creek: Nilion, June 12, 1838. 

Sir: It is with feelings of regret that the under- 
signed, chiels of the Creek nation, have had inter- 
preted to them a report, in your paper, of May 30th, 
stating that the Creek Indians show but li tle dispo- 
sition to plant corn; and that, in several instances, 
they have destroyed their own fences, and that the 
old woinen have been heard to deciare that, as soon 
asthe green corn is fit to pull, the whites must 
lovk out, and that most of them carry the marks of 
determined vengeance in their countenances; and 
that this report has come through so respectable a 
source as to leave no doubt of the fact, as it was 
given by a gentleman who had been, for several 
years, assisting in the emigration of the Indians 
west. Thata great portion of the Creeks have been 
removed at the point of the bayonet, is but too true; 
and that there is a dissatisfaction among them, is 
also true; yet they look up to the government for 
the fulfiiment of the promises their agents have 
made them. When that is done, all will be right 
with the Muscogee people; and, until that is done, | 
they will not consider themselves fairly dealt with. 
And, as to any disposition to hostilities among us, 
we know nothing of it; neither has the first rail of 
a fence been destroyed, nor have we heard any 
thing of the old women’s report, that the white peo- 
ple wust look out as soon as the green cora is ripe. 
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The Muscogee nation bave, at this lime, as goud a 
regain for a good crop of corn, considering the 
ate spring, and the small quantity of farming tools, | 
as they ever had. The gentleman who was the, 
origin of thisreportis mistaken, and we should like | 
for you to give his name, as we know of no one 
who has been recently in the Creek nation, who 
has been employed, for years, in the emigrating of 
Indians; and we, the nadersigned chiefs, do declare

the report of hostilities against the whites to be ut- 
terdy untrue. They have too mich Jove tor their 
wives and children to cherish such an idea fora mo- 
ment. 

The Creek delegation, on their arrival at Van 
Buren, in Crawford county, Arkansas, were there 
told, to their surprise, of the report in circulation 
about the Creeks, and soine attempts were made to 
stop them, until the facts could be ascertained; yet, 
through the influence of some friends, they were 
permitted tocontinue home; and they take pleasure 
in announcing to their Arkansas brothers, and the 
world, that the report is all false, and hope that 
you will give this as a true statement in your paper.
